REPORT OF JURY 


Prohibition Law The 
Most Frequently 
Violated 


HARD TO GET 
EVIDENCE

hlbition law in the most frequent 
ly violated, according to a report 
made in the circuit court here by 
the Morgan County grand 
jury, 
which foand a total of 46 bilUr 
The jurors declared that while 
prhibition law is the most frequent­ 
ly violated it is “next to impos­ 
sible to get information from par­ 
ties who are aware of these facts. ’ 
The report in full follows: 
We, the Grand Jury, impanelled 
by your honor on Monday, August 
16th, 1926, having completed our 
labors, herewith submit our final 
report, and ask to be discharged. 
We have had before us a large 
number of witnesses from all parts 
of the county, and as a result of 
our work we have returned into 
Court 46 indictments. 
We have 
examined into all Indictable offen­ 
ses given in charge by your honor 
that have been brought to our at­ 
tention, "and where the 
evidence 
was sufficient we have returned 
true bills. 
We find that the gen­ 
eral condition In the county is 
good, and that the greater part 
of our citjxens are law abiding. We 
fiftd that the prohibition law is be­ 
ing violated more than any other 
law, but it is next to impossible 
to get any information from par­ 
ties who are aware of these facts. 
We examined the county jail, and 
wish to make the following recom­ 
mendations to the Commissioner’s 
Curt: 
The lock on the outer door of 
the jail can be opened with the 
same key that opens the white 
peoples cells on the second floor 
of the jail. A prisoner might pos­ 
sibly overpower the guard, or in 
some other manner get possession 
of this key and go down to the 
door on the 
first 
floor, 
reach 
through the bars, insert the key 
in the lock, and unlock it and es­ 
cape. 
We recommend that 
this 
condition be remedied at once. 
We find the jail in a sanitary 
condition, the prisoners well cared 
for, and safe for the keeping of 
prisoners except ate above outlined. 
We sent a committee to inspect 
the poor house 
and 
teeommend 
that the following conditions 
at 
followinj 
the poorhougq be remedied: 
1st. We find at the poor house 
a woman who is insane and recom­ 
mend for the safety of the other 
inmates that she be removed to 
the State Insane Aspftim at Tus­ 
caloosa. 
’ 
2nd. That repair work be done in 
the way of putting covers on some 
of the houses, and that the win­ 
dows and doors be screened. 
3rd. We recommend that the san­ 
itary conditions could be greatly 
improved by piping water from the 
springs on the mountain 
to 
the 
dwellings, which would give them 
running water. 
The grand jury, consisting 
of

bootlegging. 
Deportation of Remus is sought 
on tbs grounds that he entered this 
country by means of false and mis­ 
leading statements that he is a 
person Hkely to become a public 
charge and that he has been con­ 
victed of a felony or other crime 
involving moTal turpitude since his 
entry into tjje United States. 
Remus was convictetFat Cincin­ 
nati for violating the prohibition 
act and sei^t to the Atlanta pen­ 
itentiary. 
While serving there he 
was brought to Washington to be­ 
come a star witness in the Senate 
investigation of the department of 
justice under Harry M. Daugherty. 
Subsequently he made an affidavit 
repudiating the testimony. 
George Ramus, former “King of

bootleggers” in 
Cincinnati, 
now is serving a one year term in 
the jail at Troy, imposed on con­ 
viction on the charge of maintain­ 
ing a nuisance at his farm here 
in connection with his illegal li­ 
quor operations.

COTTON PESTS NOW INFEST 
MOST OF NORTH ALABAMA 


County Agents Warned Not To Underesti­ 
mate Damage Done By Worms 
To The Crops.

AUBURN, Ala., Aug. 21.—(AP) 
- Beginning in the Tennessee Val­ 
ley a week ago, army worms have 
spread until they now cover most 
of North Alaba* .n. 
Reports receiv >sl r 
\ubufn from 
county agents Indicate 
that 
the 
heaviest infestation is northwest 
Alabama. 
Outbreaks have been 
reported from Jackson county, in 
northeast; 
Alabama, 
westward 
across the state, thence south to 
Tuscaloosa. 
They are in Shelby 
county also and unofficial reports 
say they are in South Alabama, 
although these reports have not 
been verified. 
Unless control measures are ap­ 
plied, considerable damage to the 
cotton crop in North Alabama is 
expected by entomologists of the 
agricultural college here. 
In South Alabama, .where the 
crop is practically 
mature 
and 
much of it opened, tittle damage is 
expected, except stain which will 
lower the grade. 
Farmers and county agents in 
the Tennessee Valley, who have 
experienced army worm outbreaks 
in the past, anticipate considerable 
damage from the present infesta­ 
tion, 
unless 
poison 
is 
applied 
promptly. The crop is later than 
normal and the plants are large, 
both of which will increase the 
damage.---------- 
Where these worms are allowed 
to work without interference cot­ 
ton soon is defoliated 
and 
bolls 
peeled. Where this happens many 
young bolls will fail to open. 
Where the first outbreak appear­ 
ed a week ago, “webbing up” now 
is in progress, which means that 


the first generation is 
ing. 
The second will 
two or three weeks and It prob­ 
ably will get all the foliage un­ 
less poison is used freely. 
The second generation is due in 
time to do much damage to cotton 
in North Alabama. 
The Alabama outbreak was an­ 
ticipated some weeks ago by en­ 
tomologists at Auburn. 
Worms 
have been reported In Texas and 
conditions were favorable for their 
spreading into Alabama. 
Farmers were warned by county 
agents and through the press in 
advance were on guard 
to begin 
control measures when the first in­ 
festation appeared. 
Control measures are being ap­ 
plied in a heroic way. 
Calcium 
arsenate has been shipped by the 
carload in several 
counties 
and 
fanners are working night and day 
in applying ft. 
Fortunately there 
is no scarcity of calcium arsenate. 
Weather conditions in the past 
few years has provided much nat­ 
ural boll weevil control which has 
caused a surplus of calcium arsen­ 
ate to accumulate and to be used 
now fof the production of cotton,

through the state farm bureau at 
Montgomery.
